Anthony G. Wouston, practicing physician and surgoon in Pleuingow 
burg, Flowing County Kentucky, mado cortificstion that tho aforesaid 
Thowas Jones, private in Captain Becon's Company of the 16th Reginent of 
Kontucky militia, 4s rondcrod incapable of the duty of a soldior by reason 
of tho wound which wos inflicted while ho was in sorvice of the United 
Strtoo. Dre As Ge Houston rated hia two-thirds disabled fron obtaining 
guboiatance by manual labor, 

The honorable discharge which was given to the appliccert, Yhomas 
Jonos, for iis sorvices in tho 16th regiment of Kentucky Infantry, was 
granted by Thoms Jones, licutonsant-comnander in the 2nd Battallion of the 
ldth Negimont of Kentucky Infantry. 

A lotter is on file on the rocords in tho Veterans! Admininotration, 
frou tho Secretary of the far Departuent on Juno 16, 1623, statins that 
it appesra fron tho muster roll of Captain B. Becon's Compan: of the nentucky 
WLditie that Thowss Jones, tho applicant for a pension wag a privato in the 
aervico of the United Stated and so2ved as has beon stated above.
